THE CURRENCY. 
THE DIVISION OF SENTIMENT.

Wasuinxorton, D. C., Feb. 23.—The Committee 
appointed by the Chairman of the Democratic 
caucus to devise some currency policy upon 
which a majority in the House can be united, 
held another meeting to-day, but reached no 
conclusion.

the lead of Chairmen Bright and Holman, will 
vote against any such measure, and insist upon 
the repeal of the obnoxious act with- 
out agreeing to a substitution of any 
other measure for it. It may be authori- 
tatively asserted that no proposition for 
issuing any greater volume of paper currency 
than is now in circulation has been considered 
by the Committee. Some of ite members do 
propose the repeal of the National Banking law 
and the substitution of a greenback currency for 
the National Bank circulation, but it is believed 
that this sentiment is not strong enough in the 
Democratic party to carry it through the House.

stance of the grave consequences that may 
‘follow a trivial and natural error. On the 
strength of aletter dated Jan. 15, 1871, the 
Grand Jury of the United States Court at 
Springfield returned an indictment charging 
dim with conspiracy to defraud the Govern- 
ment. Subsequently it was demonstrated 
Deyond question that the letter was wrongly 
dated ; that it should have been Jan. 15, 
‘1872, at which time Gen. BLoomrieip was no 
Gonger a Supervisor, having previously re- 
‘gigned. The Grand Jury very properly re- 
considered the indictment yesterday, and 
Gen. Bioomrretp stands completely vindi- 
cated. Not many of the inculpated revenue 
officials can hope to establish their innocence 
10 easily and effectually.

A good beginning was made yesterday, 
and one which gives promise tuat the Council 
clearly perceives the imperative duty of the 
hour—that of the most persistent and rigid 

_ retrenchment in providing for the expendi- 

I tures of the current year. The estimates 

of the Board of Education were pared down 
$230,000, and although the public schools 
have claims for liberality which are deem 

almost sacred by the people, the reductions 
made in this branch of municipal outlay will 
meet with general approval, provided the 
pruning-knife is applied with equal firmness 
and fairness to the estimates throughout. 

But the tax-payers will not tolerate economy 
at the expense of the public schools, and ex- 

| and favoritism in other depart- 
ments. Zo far, the Council has done well; 
all the more necessity that it should go 
on the same system. : 


The Chicago produce markets were steadier 
yesterday, with less doing. Mess pork was in 
moderate demand and firm, closing at $21.30 
for March and’ $21.55@21.60 for April. 
Lard was quiet and easier, closing at $12.75@ 
12.80 for March and $12.95@12.97} for April. 
Meats were quiet and steady, closing at 8jc 
for boxed shoulders, 111 for do short ribs, 
and 120 for do short clears. Highwines were 
in fair request and unchanged, at $1.06 per 
gallon. Flour was more active and easier. 


Wheat was quiet and 3c lower, closing at 
$1.03 cash and 99}c for March. Corn was dull 
and 4@jc lower, closing at 424c cash and 
423c for March. Oats were quiet and }c lower, 
closing at 3290 cash and 32}c for March. Rye 
was quiet at 664c. Barley was more active 
and 2@3c lower, closing at 58c for February 
and 57c for March. .Hogs were active and 
stronger, with the bulk of sales at $8.00@ 
8.25. Cattle were more active without change 
in prices. Sheep were in good demand and 
ruled firm. One hundred dollars in gold would 
buy $114.12} in greenbacks at the close. 


An investigation of various well-defined re- 
ports concerning the discharge by the Crim- 
inal Court Grand Jury of Ronry, Grvuetz- 
MACHER, and Harmon, the men charged with 
the murder of Scuarrzizm and Roos on the 
the 9th of January last, has resulted in the 
development of a condition of things which 
may well excite the consternation of the 
people of Chicago. It appears from the 
statements of several parties evidently en- 
titled to belief that the escape of Roney, 
the confessed murderer, and the two 
alleged accessories from indictment for 
the terrible crime was the result 
of a concerted plan, in the execution of 
which money was freely used; and that the 
Grand Jury was a party to the scheme. No 
other conclusion is possible, in view of the 
statements given in our local columns, than 
thatan infamous outrage has been perpe- 
trated in this matter. Rongy, the acknowl- 
edged murderer of two inoffensive men, has 
escaped, and is now far from the reach of 
the officers of justice, but there must be 
some law to reach the corrupt scoundrels 
who conspired to set him free, be they Grand 
Jurors or who they may. If money can pur- 
chase immunity for murderers in Chicago, it 
is time the people knew it. 


THE PRESIDENT AND ME. BRISTOW. 
The Washington special dispatch published 
in Tae Trrsvne yesterday, concerning the con- 
dition of the disagreement between the Presi- 
dent and Secretary Bristow, was a revelation 
which the country will receive with painful 
regret. The substance of the information is, 
that the Secretary of the Treasury is waiting 
in expectation for an order of dismissal from 
the President; that such an order is consid- 
ered inevitable; and that the producing 
cause is the prosecution of Col. Bascocs. 
In whatever light this proceeding may be 
viewed, it cannot help to be regarded with 
regret by every honest member of the Re- 
publican party and by every personal and 
political friend of President Grant. We fear 
it will be the great blunder of his official life, 
will strip his Administration of much of its 
distinction, and will do more than any other 
act he could commit to create a sentiment 
among the American people of mortification 
and resentment. 

The President cannot satisfy the country 
that he is not governed in such an act by 
personal feelings and sympathies which are 
opposed to considerations of the public good. 
It was not until his private secretary, Bar- 
cock, became involved in the prosecutions 
against the revenue thieves and robbers that 
the President has discovered any fault with 
the vigor with which the Treasury Depart- 
ment has performed its duty. There is 
nothing so offensive to the public sense of 
propriety as to have the criminal law admin- 
istered according to the personal or official 
relations of the accused and the Government. 
That the President has a warm personal re- 
gard for Mr. Bancock, and a strong conviction 
of his innocence, is no reproach to the Presi- 
dent; but when that personal friendship and 
personal confidence in his integrity are em- 
ployed to obstruct the regular course of the 
administration of justice, and to excite the 
personal wrath of the President against the 
officers charged with the administration of 
the laws, it becomes one of the most offensive 
of all Executive acts. 

The Secretary of the Treasury, with an 
ability, an energy, a courage, and an integrity 
which have had no precedent in any other 
Department of the Government under Gen. 
Grant, unearthed this wide-spread and in- 
famous and successful conspiracy to rob the 
Treasury of the United States, and he 
brought certain officers of the Government 
to the bar of justice. At that time he had 
no knowledge or suspicion of any interest or 
participation, real or suspected, of Col. Ban- 
cock in the frauds. It was not until the trials 
of Joyce and McDonatp—notoriously guilty 
men—that there was any disclosure of any 
acquaintance or correspondence between them 
and Avery and Bascock. Then AWT was 
tried and convicted, and then the Grand Jury 
of twenty-three men, after long deliberation 
and delay, united in finding an indictment 
against BAR Oc. 

Even supposing that the Secretary of the 
Treasury had been weak enough to inter. 
pose his authority to prevent the trial of 
one person after four others had been con- 
victed, what act could he do that would lead 
to the release of Bascock from the legal sus- 
picion which had been cast upon him? Had 
he undertaken to screen Basoockx and pre- 
vent a trial, he would simply have converted 
public suspicion into conviction of his guilt. 
Everybody then would have believed Ban- 
cock guilty, and though perhaps innocent, 
he would have gone forth a leper in public es- 
timation. There was no way to save Ban- 
coox’s character after the Grand Jury found 
a true bill of indictment except by an open 
trial, where the world would hear the testi- 
mony. Bristow would simply have ruined 
hiniself while vainly trying to screen Bas- 
cock. So there was no other way by which 
Bancocx could be saved except by standing 
his trial, and we are surprised that 
the President has not seen it in that light. 
But the President, with the impulsive energy 
of a soldier, ordered that Banco should be 
separated from the vulgar herd of other ac- 
cused persons, and should be tried by a mili- 
tary court! Could anything have been more 
fatal to Bas character than to remove 
his case from the ordinary tribunals of tlie 
law to be heard before a military court hav- 
ing no possible jurisdiction of crimes com- 
mitted against the revenue laws? The ac- 
quittal by a military court would have left 
him in the estimation of the country with a 
blackened reputation, aggravated by the 
inuuendo that he had escaped the fate of the 
other accused because of the act of taking 
his case out of the civil cour‘s. Had the 
Secretary directed that the prosecution of 
Col. Bascocx should be abandoned, he would 
have taken the case from the investigation of 
a jury,—a proceeding which the Court itself 
refused to permit,—and an acquittal by the 
Secretary of the Treasury, taken with the con- 
viction of all others, would have left Col. 
Barcoc under the presumption of guilt 
and as escaping by Executive favor, and in 
what plight would this have left the Presi- 
dent ? 

The only possible course the Secretary of 
the could take, consistent with 
friendship for Col. Bascock, was to let the 


case take its regular course and be tried. 


There could be no vindication of Bascock 
except by an acquittal by a jury of his coun- 
trymen. To exempt him from trial, or to dis- 
charge him without trial, would have been to 
disgrace him forever, and to besmirch the 
Administration, from the President down, with 
the filth of favoritism in the admistration of 
justice. 

If Col. Bancocx be guilty, then he ought 
to be convicted,—the abuse of his high posi- 
tion, and of the confidence and friendship of 
the President, aggravating instead of extenu- 
ating his guilt. If he be innocent, as the jury 
in his case will probably determine, then his 
vindication in that form was so essential to 
his character that he could not be vindicated 
in any other way. 

Since the proceedings were instituted in 
the case of Bascock, the President has been 
importuned, directly and indirectly, by the 
counsel of Bancock, by the friends of Bar- 
cock, by the counsel and friends of all the 
indicted thieves in the country, including 
men in Congress, by Senators and ex-Sena- 
tors, to look upon the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury as a personal enemy,—using his office for 
the oppression and persecution of the friends 
of the President, and seeking to disgrace the 
President by the conviction of those who are 
near and friendly to him! Every whisky- 
thief in the United States under indictment 
and in danger of conviction for robbing the 
revenue has added his wail to the general 
howl against the Secretary of the Treasury. 
They have tried, and seemingly successfully, 
to poison the mind of the President with ly- 
ing stories that Mr. Bristow has been at- 
tempting to make himself conspicuous by 
malicious efforts to disgrace the President 
and members of his household, and all this 
in the hope that, with the dismissal of Bris- 
row, and his courageous, able, and efficient 
assistant, Col. Witson, there will be a prac- 
tical abandonment, or at least failure of, the 
prosecutions, and all the guilty men will 
escape.” 

We warn the President against this fatal 
error. The Administration has gained new 
lustre, has won national confidence, has 
silenced longstanding reproaches and doubts, 
and earned a character for fearlessness in the 
discharge of its duties, by the bold and man- 
ly conduct of Secretary Bristow. The honor 
and credit now belong to the Administration. 
Does the President imagine that he can dis- 
miss the Secretary of the Treasury at the re- 
quest of the convicted and unconvicted 
thieves and robbers and their paid attorneys, 
without courting and receiving that disgrace 
which pertains to the official protection of 
crime? He may dismiss the Secretary of the 
Treasury, but in so doing he will dismiss 
with him the honor and credit which the 
country has given the Administration for the 
magnificent and successful battle with an or- 
ganized body of official and other robbers. 
He will give a flat contradiction to any claim 
by any member of the Government to any 
share in the prosecution of the guilty save 
by the honest and fearless Secretary who 
dared to do his duty. 

Let us hope that the President will see be- 
fore it is too late the selfish, the criminal, 
and the vindictive spirit which actuates these 
villains who whisper calumnies and breathe 
suspicion against his Cabinet officer, and that 
he will spare the country, the Administration, 
the Republican party, and his over-earnest 
friends, the disgrace which must follow such 
an act as it is now given out he intends to 
commit. 

GOV. BEVERIDGE ON POLITICAL HONESTY. 

It was very proper that Gov. Brvxnwon 
should have been requested to lead off in the 
general speechifying meeting of the Repub- 
licans, held in the rotunda of the Pacific 
Hotel Tuesday, and incidental to the meeting 
of the State Central Committee. As Acting- 
Governor of the State, he occupies, by cour- 
tesy at least, the most conspicuous position 
in the Republican party of the State. He 
was on this account the first who was asked 
to speak, and his utterances were naturally 
awaited with an interest coextensive with the 
dignity of his office and as an acknowledged 
spokesman of the party. We regard it as 
unfortunate, therefore, that Gov. Breverrpc: 
did not apprehend more clearly the relative 
importance of the issues which will be pre- 
sented to the people during the coming Pres- 
idential campaign, and that he outlined them 
in a manner calculated to mislead the public 
in regard to the Republican, party’s highest 
and noblest mission at the present time, 

The burden of Gov. Beveriper’s address 
was, that it is not reconstruction, nor the 
currency, nor the tariff, nor taxation, nor the 
issue of corruption or honest Government,” 
which constitutes the great issue” of the 
day, but that it is “ whether the Government 
shall remain in the hands of the men who 
fought for and preserved it, or whether it 
shall pass into the hands of the people who 
fought to destroy it.” We have no doubt 
that Gov. Beveriper believes the case to be 
just as he states it, but we are equally confi- 
dent that the great mass of the Republicans 
in this State and throughout the Union 
place the issue of honest Government much 
higher in, the scale of relative importance 
than the place Gov. Beverrpez has given it. 
It will be discussed in a general way, and 
with more or less effect, whether it is safe to 
intrust the Government into the hands of the 
Democratic party and their Southern Confed- 
erates. But this, while very important, 
will not be the vital point on which 
the issue will turn in the minds of the voters 
who, in all well-contested elections, consti- 
tute the balance of power. With this bal- 
ance-of-power class of voters who hold suc- 
cess or defeat in their hands, and can elect 
whichever ticket they support, the great 
issue is that which Gov. Beverrper passed 
over as merely incidental and comparatively 
unimportant, viz.: Whether or not the Re- 
publican party, if the further administration 
of the Government be intrusted to it, will 
continue its work of rooting out the abuses 
and corruptions that have fastened them- 
selves upon the public service, of punishing 
the officials who have betrayed the interests 
of the people for their own selfish benefit, 
and of introducing reform wherever it is 
needed, so as to assure more honesty and 
greater purity and fidelity in the future. If 
the people are persuaded that the Re- 
publican party may be trusted to do 
all this, there is no question but 
the Republican ticket will be triumphantly 
elected in this State and in the Union ; but 
if there is a reasonable doubt of this, or if 
the supreme importance of this issue is 
ignored by those who profess to speak for the 
Republican party, the defeat of the Repub- 
lican ticket in 1876 is a matter of certainty. 
It is for this reason that we regard the Acting- 
Governor’s utterance as unfortunate, and that 
we protest against it as not representing the 
real sentiment of the Republican party as 
made up by the mass of honest voters. 

There ought to be no need to remind Gov. 
Brio of political events that are so re- 
cent as those which show beyond any ques- 
tion that honest Government is really the 


great issue of the day. As he seems to have 
overlooked them, however, we only need 
to refer to the patent fact that it was the dis- 
covery of the Credit-Mobilier swindle, the 
subsidy frauds, the Congressional corruption 
in various phases, the rings that had been 
formed in different departments of the pub- 
lic service, the back-pay salary-grab, and 
the loss of public confidence in the 
honesty of the existing Administration of the 
Government, which causéd the appalling de- 
feat of the Republican party in 1874, and 
lost to it auch States as Massachusetts, New 
York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin, and others, that had been regarded as 
permanently Republican in politics. It was 
this same revulsion which gave the popular 
branch of Congress into the hands of the 
Democratic party by almost a two-thirds ma- 
jority. Gov. Beverrpaz has singularly over- 
looked this fact. He has also neglected the 
strong and convincing proofs that the partial 
recovery last fall by the Republican party of 
the ground lost in 1874 has been chiefly due 
to the purging of the party of some of the 
corruption and the corruptionists, and to the 
vigorous efforts of the Administration to de- 
tect the abuses and to punish the officials 
who have been responsible for them. This 
fact is as significant as the other, and attests 
still more the importance of insisting upon 
the reform policy as the essential issue of the 
day. 


ANOTHER DEMOCRATIC BLUNDER. 

If the Republicans had mapped out a se- 
ries of blunders for the Democrats they could 
scarcely have made selections more favorable 
to the Republican cause than the Democrats 
have committed of their own motion. The 
latest blunder is the location of their National 
Convention at St. Louis. It is peculiarly 
significant by reason of the circumstances 
that have governed the choice. It is a 4ri- 
umph of the two most dangerous elements of 
the Democratic party acting in harmony,— 
the inflationists and the Confederates. It is 
a confession that the Democrats have deter- 
mined to guide their Presidential campaign 
by the same policy as that advocated by the 
St. Louis 7'imes, which may henceforth be 
regarded as the organ of the National Demo- 
cratic Convention. The choice of St. Louis 
has not been accidental, but deliberate; not 
dictated by any notions of personal comfort, 
coolness in hot weather, or accessibility, but 
by the prevailing sentiment of the party in 
Missouri; not prompted by any desire to 
exert an important influence over the 
State of Missouri, which is already 
Confederate to the core, but by the 
purpose of having the Missouri sen- 
timent influence the action of the Conven- 
tion. The Confederate sentiment of Mis- 
souri is probably as prononnced as that in 
any other Southern State in the Union. 
During the War, the Missouri Rebels were 
the ugliest customers to deal with; they 
were guerrillas by preference. Belonging to 
a State which was geographically a part of the 
North and which did not formally secede 
from the Union, the Confederates of that 
State were necessarily outlaws even among 
the secessionists with whom they cast their 
lot. Since the War, as soon as they obtained 
control of the State, this Confederate senti- 
ment has reasserted itself in the regular old 
guerrilla style. It was this sentiment which 
abandoned an able and distinguished states- 
man like Cant Scuvrz, who was not acting 
with the Republican party, to fill his place 
in the United States Senate with a man who 
had nothing to recommend him but 
his previous association with guerrillas, 
one who was scarcely known in the 
South and had never been heard of 
at the North. This Confederate sentiment 
has naturally affiliated with the worshipers 
at the shrine of the Rag-Baby, and with the 
full knowledge based on Confederate experi- 
ence that a limitless, irredeemable currency 
leads to repudiation and bankruptcy. This 
is the influence to which the Democratic Na- 
tional Convention is to be subjected. 

The influences presented elsewhere were 
not to the likingof the Democratic managers. 
Chicago offered material comforts for the 
delegates and visitors to the Convention which 
no other city could offer, but it was felt that 
Chicago is in favor of honest money, and 
that the Chicago Democrats, for the most 
part, were loyal during the War. All this 
was just the opposite of what the Democratic 
managers wanted. By locating the Conven- 
tion at Cincinnati, the Democrats might have 
hoped to counteract to some extent the work 
of the National Republican Convention to be 
held there; but they would have encoun- 
tered in Cincinnati something of the same 
Union sentiment as in Chicago. Giving Cin- 
cinnati the cold shoulder seems to be, 
under the circumstances, a confession 
that there is no hope of carrying Ohio for the 
Democrats, and Ohio has its State election in 
October, a month preceding the Presi- 
dential election. A Republican victory in 
that State will resound throughout the nation 
with a ring that will terrify the “ unterri- 
fied.” But St. Louis was chosen, and the su- 
perior advantages of other cities both in per- 
sonal and political bearings forfeited, solely 
that the Confederate and Rag-Baby sentiment 
of that city might be the atmosphere gur- 
rounding the Convention. As far as the 
nomination goes, the location at St. Louis is 
probably favorable to the ambiguous Hen- 
DRICKS, who seems to be the favorite among 
the Southern Confederates, and who is pre- 
pared to accept any financial platform which 
may be adopted by the Convention, and to 
look both ways while standing on it. Thi 
will be a logical conclusion of the party policy 
indicated by the choice of St. Louis, and help 
on to the defeat which the Democrats seem 
to be courting. he age

The most significant event in all the Re- 
publican Conventions and gatherings of Tues- 
day was the adoption by the Wisconsin State 
Convention of the following resolafion : 

Resoleed, That, while we believe the choice of the

In this 
sense it was a deserved compliment, but 
has no general political significance, being 
merely a local, State matter. Not so, how- 
ever, in the case of Bram and Wisconsin. 
The Wisconsin Convention selected Mr. 
Bax from among all the candidates before 
them without any State pride” in the case. 
Their selection, too, is but the expression of 
a growing sentiment in favor of Mr. Brame 
that has asserted itself unmistakably through- 
out the West during the last few weeks. 
There is every probability that the action of 
the Wisconsin Convention will be followed 


by that of Iowa, Minnesota, Kan- 
sas, Nebraska, and the Pacific States. IIli- 
nois, too, though having the same natural 
preference for Mr. Wasnsunne that Indiana 
has for Mr. Morton, does not feel like press- 
ing her candidate after having enjoyed the 
honor of the Presidency for sixteen years, 
unless in the event of such a division in the 
Convention as should warrant the present- 
ment and zealous and persistent advocacy of 
Mr. Washsuane; and so she will probably 
join with the other Western States in sup- 
porting Mr. Buanve’s candidature at the out- 
set as against that of any one else. The

THE FRENCH ELECTIONS. 

The recent Parliamentary election in 
France is of extreme interest. in this country, 
since it has gone so largely and unexpectedly 
Republican, and has been conducted to this 
successful issue without any outbreak or vio- 
lence or disturbance of the political currents. 
In all respects it seems to have been as quiet 
and tranguil as our own elections, and in 
some respects was even marked by less of 
partisan virulence and bitterness. The mem- 
bers elect are set down as follows: Repub- 
licans, 198; Conservative Republicans, who 
can hardly be counted in the Republican ma- 
jority, as they are not unalterably opposed to 
a monarchy, 75; Bonapartists, 64; Legiti- 
mists, 26; Conservatives, 24; Comstitutional- 
ists, 20; Radicals, who, when necessary, will 
act with the Republicans, 17: It is further 
stated that second ballots are necessary in 
106 districts, and that when these are de- 
cided the Republicans will have 283 seats in 
a total of 530, which gives them a clear 
working majority, although not a large one, 
divided between the Left and the Extreme 
Left. 

This sudden change in the Administration, 
if the Republicans have the prudence and 
moderation to avail themselves of it without 
cutting and splitting into factions and war- 
ring against each other, will result in great 
blessing to France. It will secure a Cabinet 
more in the interests of Republicanism than 
any since the downfallof Napo.izon, and also 
a Republican revision of the Constitution, 
giving new guarantees to the French Re- 
public. It is a blow at the centralization of 
power in Paris, and puts new opportunities 
into the hands of those Republicans who 
have hitherto been working under great diffi- 
culties for the spread of education among the 
masses. The illiteracy of Franee has been 
its curse, and this fact has been recognized by 
the Republicans, who are now in a position 
to commence its removal. The election 
again is a triumph over the Vatican, all 
of whose agents in France were arrayed 
against the Republicans. It is a blow 
at priestly rule and dictation that will‘not be 
relished by European Ultramontanes. Its 
tendency is to emancipate the State from the 
Church. In all these respects, the result of 
the election is extremely gratifying. It now 
remains to be seen, however, whether the 
French Republicans have the faculty of gov- 
erning themselves and thereby improving the 
advantage they have gained to place the 
Republican form of Government upon 
a firm and enduring basis. If 80, 
this election cannot but result in perma- 
nent blessing to France. The political rec- 
ords of the Assembly, however, during the 
past few years are not very encouraging in 
this direction. Hitherto Republicanism has 
been an Idea, and of all impracticable things 
the French Idea is the most so. It remains 
to be seen whether the French Republicans 
can reduce their Idea to a fact,a reality, a 
matter of every-day practice.

THE DOWNFALL OF CARLISM. 

The Carlist insurrection has at last been 
completely suppressed. The army of Don 
Cantos is shattered. His strongholds have 
surrenderéd. His war material has fallen 
into the hands of the victorious Alfonsists. 
His troops are fleeing in all directions for 
safety, and the Pretender himself is making 
rapid tracks for an asylum in Austria. It 
will in all probability be along time before 
Don Car10s will raise the standard again, and 
Don Aturonso is now left free to deal with his 
Cuban insurgents and such Republican or 
International uprisings as may occur in Spain 
at no distant day. The Carlist insurrections 
have occupied so prominent a place in the 
history of the last fifty years that a resume 
of the fluctuating fortunes of the various 
pretenders will be of interest. 

The Carlist uprisings really date back to 
the time when the second Don CARL os, son of 


affairs. His brother, Ferpmanp VIL, was 
childless, and upon this fact his friends 
based the hope that, upon the decease of 
Ferpmvanp, Don Carios would reach the 
throne. This hope was frustrated by the ab- 
rogation of the Salic law which placed 
Isa upon the throne. When Ferpmanp 
died, in 1833, Don Cao proclaimed himself 
King. Maria Caristrna, who was then Re- 
gent, declared him a rebel, and concluded the 
quadruple alliance with Great Britain, France, 
and Portugal, which resulted in the expulsion 
of Don Cantos from Spain and Portugal. 
He smuggled himself back into Spain, how- 
ever, and for six years maintained a guerrilla 
kind of warfare, until he was eventually 
driven into France. In 1845 he abdi- 
cated in favor of his son, Cantos Lors 
Mantra Ferrnanpo, known as the Count 
of Montemolin. The latter, in 1849, 
entered Spain in disguise, but was discovered 
and arrested. He was subsequently released 
and went to England, but with the pertinacity 
which has characterized all the Don Caroszs, 
in 1860 he was again in Spain at the head of 
a small army. He was overwhelmingly de- 
feated at Tortosa and made a prisoner, but 
was released upon renouncing his claim to 
the throne. The renunciation was made only to 
be broken, and he in turn abdicated in favor of 
his brother, Don Cao Juan Mania Isrpor, 
who, in October, 1868, resigned his claims in 
favor of his son, the present Pretender, 
Cantos Maria Joan Iaswon, now in his 28th 
year, who, with his younger brother, Don 
Auronso, has maintained for several years 
the insurrection which has at last been sup- 
pressed under the administration of his cousin, 
Dow Alonso, now King of Spain. 

This uprising has been maintained with 
the most dogged pertinacity for eight years 
with varying fortunes. There have been 
times during the transition periods of the 
Government at Madrid when it seemed as if 
Don Cantos were on the sure road to the 
throne, but the next wave would hurl him 
back again. Suppressed in one place, the 
rebellion would break out in another. After 
a succession of reverses, money and arms 
would pour in again from England and 
France, and Dow Cartos’ banner would once 
more rise. The events of these eight years 
clearly show these fluctuations. He made 
his first uprising at La Mancha and Ciudad 
Real in 1869, during the Regency of Szrrano, 


CARL IV., made his advent in Spanish 


immediately after the forced resigna- 
tion of Prince Lzorotp, and while the 
Kingdom was in utter confusion, and 
the agitation for a renewal of the Republic 
was once more set in motion, the Carlists 
made an irruption into Navarre, but were 
again defeated. Meanwhile Amaprvs mount- 
ed the throne and for a time quiet reigned at 
Madrid, but the Carlists were soon busy 
again. In April, 1872, Dow Caruos, calling 
himself CANos VII., crossed the frontier at 
Vera and took command of his forces only to 
be routed in Navarre by the overwhelming 
forces under Szrrano. Lesser defeats fol- 
fowed in May, and at last the Carlists com- 
menced surrendering and dispersing, and the 
cause of Dow Cantos seemed hopeless. In 
the latter part of May, Szrrano offered am- 
nesty to Carlists who would surrender, but 
in June Carlism was increasing again 80 
fast that the Ministry proposed martial 
law. The King opposed it and the Ministry 
resigned. In February, 1873, Amapgvus abdi- 
cated, and Carlism seemed thereupon imbued 
with fresh life. During that month they 
seized and occupied a large part of Catalonia. 
In April, however, they met with serious re- 
verses. In June, victory was on their side 
again. They laid successful siege to Irun, 
defeated Castanor at Unrieta, and defeated 
and killed Catvixety. During the remainder 
of 1873 and in 1874 they had made such 
headway that when Axronso ascended the 
throne they held Navarre, Biscay, Catalonia, 
and a considerable portion of Central Spain. 
In April and in May of 1875 the Carlist forces 
of Dornrecaray were defeated and driven out 
of Valencia. In June, JOVELLAB cap- 
tured the OCarlist citadel of Oanta- 
vieja, and drove the insurgents across 
the Ebro, and in the same month Gen. 
Wirz defeated the Carlists in Arragon. In 
August commenced the siege of the famous 
Carlist citadel of Leo de Urgel, which finally 
capitulated, together with its Ultramontane 
Bishop, and led to Sa BALLS flight into France. 
The year closed with the fragments of the 
Carlists pushed up against the Pyrenees and 
hemmed in by the Alfonsists. The rigors of 
winter and the united and telling blows of 
the Alfonsists, under Jove.uar’s direction, 
have at last crushed out Dow Carros and his 
ill-fated followers. Many of the leaders have 
entered France, and all their material of war 
has fallen into the hands of Atronso, who 
is now received with the wildest en- 
thusiasm by the people of the prov- 
inces lately occupied by the Car- 
lists. Even the Vatican has notified 
its favorite son that he had better lay down 
the sword, and presumably with it the 
crown which the Papal Envoy placed upon 
his head with so much bombastic show when 
Don CanLos crossed from France into Spain. 
The suppression of Carlism now leaves A 
ronso free to deal with his rebellious sub- 
jects in Ouba, and, while it affords ground 
for hope of the restoration of peace and 
order to that afflicted island, it at the same 
time defines the responsibility of Spain in 
her relations to the United States more 
sharply than ever. The latter may now de- 
mand, with a greater degree of justice than 
ever before, that Spain shall suppress the 
Cuban rebellion. 


THE TURKISH INSURRECTION. 

The acceptance of Count AnpRassy’s note 
by the Sublime Porte suggesting certain re- 
forms, inspired by Austria, Germany, and 
Russia, seems to have aroused in some quar- 
ters an anticipation that it would have a ma- 
terial influence in quelling the insurrection 
and securing the Christian subjects of the 
Sublime Porte in certain rights which would 
reconcile them to Turkish rule. The infer- 
ence would be warranted, perhaps, if that 
sublimely-imbecile monarch who adminis- 
ters the Government had the power to en- 
force the reforms suggested by Count Ax- 
prassy, and his present firman would be 
more hopeful if any of his previous firmans 
had been respected or enforced. A corre- 
spondent of the Pali Mall Gaeette explains 
very clearly why there is no probability that 
the firman inthis case will be obeyed. He ex- 
plains that down to 1856 every national act was 
discussed and voted in an Assembly, and only 
then promulgated in the name and executed 
by the authority of the Sultan. In 1856, 
however, the reigning Sultan established an 
absolute despotism by disregarding any acts 
of the Assembly end issuing firmans on his 
own authority. The practice has been con- 
tinued until this day, and the people have 
continued to disregard them, and to system- 
atically disobey them. In the present case, 
even had the Sultan been disposed to submit 
Count Anprassy’s note to the Assembly and 
to place the reforms before the people as part 
and parcel of the fundamental law, there is 
little doubt that they would be just as sys- 
tematically disregarded and disobeyed. It 
is not a question of Turk against Turk, 
but of Turk against Christian, in which the 
hatreds of race and religion play a prominent 
part. It is just as impossible to carry out 
these reforms in Turkey as it would have 
been for Jzerrzrson Davis or ALEXANDER 
SrepuEns, in case we had not had a Civil War, 
to give the negroes their freedom and civil- 
rights by issuing a decree to that effect. The 
slaveholders never would have obeyed -or 
even recognized it. The Christians in Turkey 
are virtually in the ssme condition as our 
negroes were before the War of the Rebellion. 
To all intents and purposes they are slaves. 
The Turks are the master race and own the 
lands. They hold all the offices. They are 
the Judges, Magistrates, Sheriffs, and police. 
They gather the taxes and tithes. There is 
no appeal from their decisions. The Chris- 
tians cannot bear witness against the Turks. 
They are to-day the same Christian dogs in 
the Turkish estimation that they were centu- 
ries ago. They are only serfs working 
upon lands they can never own, at least un- 
der Turkish rule. The firman, therefore, 
that the imbecile Sultan has issued will never 
be enforced, first, because the Turks them- 
selves will regard it as another act of despot- 
ism, and second, because it will strip them of 
their revenues and award privileges to a race 
towards whom they are invincibly hostile 
and whom they have been accustomed to re- 
gard as their slaves. However favorably dis- 
posed the Sultan may feel towards the re- 
forms which Austria, Germany, and Russia 
have compelled him to promulgate, he has 
no power to execute them, and even if he 
had the power the Turkish people wonld find 
ten thousand ways to evade them. In our 
own country there was no way to secure the 
negroes in their rights except by an appeal to 
war and the subjugation of the slave-masters. 
Just so in Turkey. When the Turks have 
been defeated and driven over the Bosphorus, 
whence they came, the Christians will have 
their rights, and not before then. 

The question of enforcement of reforms, | 
however, is neither here nor there. The in- 
surgents have peremptorily stated that they 
will not accept the proposed reforms, but 
will fight on until they are victorious or ex- 
terminated.

WINSLOW. 

Winslow, the Boston forger, was again 
brought up at Bow Street Police Court to-day. 
The Secretary of the American Legation read 8 
telogram from Hamilton Fish, American Secre- 
tary of State, stating that an officer with the 
proper papers had sailed from the United 
States on Saturday last, and he therefore 
asked for the remand of Winslow for another 
eight days. Winslow then asked leave to speak, 
which was accorded to him. He said when bis 
family were at Rotterdam al) their money, con- 
sisting of about £1,500, was taken from them 
except $200. The only money he himself pos- 
sessed was $35. Consequentiy he vas unable to 
employ counsel. His wife and family were in 
great distress, and were perfect strangers in En- 
gland. The prison regulations permitted him to 
see only one person daily. aud then ouly through 
a grating within the hearing of other prisoners, 
He understood that prisoners having counsel 
were permitted to see them in a private 
room in the presence of an officer. 
As he was not able to hire counsel, 
and his wife being the only person through 
whom he could hear and communicate about 
the case, he requested Justice Sir Henry 
to permit him to see his wife and one other 
member of his family in the same mauner daily. 
He had no secrets that he objected to an officer's 
hearing, but he was unwilling to discuss the 
case in presence o other prisoners. Sir Thomas 
promised to write to the visiting Justices who 
controlled the prison, and recommend them to 
grant the application. Winslow then asked per- 
mission to see his wife and family, who were iu 
waiting at a private room of the Court. The 
request was granted. He then asked to be re- 
manded for a shorter period than eight days, in 
the chance of the officers arriving soonor than 
was anticipated. Sir Thomas said this would be 
useless, and remanded the prisoner uutil Thurs- 
day, the 2d of March.

Extraordinary Variety of Oostumes and 
Prodigality of Expense.

Orrawa, Ont., Feb. 23.—Their Excellencies 
Lord and Lady Dufferin gave a grand fancy ball 
to-night at Rideau Hall. About 900 invitations 
had been issued, and there was almost a full 
response. Nearly all the Lieut t- Governors 
of the Dominion were present, each appearing 
in his favorite character, and there were any 
number of Senators and members of Parliament. 

The costumes were unusually “brilliant. It 
was estimated that their total value was $200,000. 
Their Excellencies’ staff and household repre- 
sented the Court of King James. Viscount 
Claudeborg and Lady Helen Black wood person- 
ating the characters of Lord Darnely and Prin- 
cess Mary. 

James Gordon Bennett, of the New York 
Herald, and the following Americans attended 
by special invitation : Mrs. May, Miss May, Miss 
Bennett, Miss Guislot, Mr. Wright, Mr. Mott, 
Col. Schuyler Crosby, and Mr. O. B. Meeker. 

The ball and refreshment rooms, which were 
specially erected for the occasion, were hand- 
somely decorated. Round the walls were the 
Royal arms and those of the Provinces of Cana- 
da, any number of national flags, and a pro- 
fusion of flowers and evergreens. Most of the 
costumes were brought from New York and 
Boston, not afew of the most costly being pre- 
pared for the occasion. 

The supper was a recherche affair, surpassing 
anything previously given by the hospitable host 
and hostess. 

The entertainment is said to have cost Lord 
Dufferin iu the neighborhood of $30,000. 

Mr. Bennett remains over to-morrow night to 
attend the Premier's dinner. 

The following eight gentlemen danced in the 
Governor’s Quadrille, with which the ball was 
opened: His Excellency, the Governor-General, 
wore the Court costume of James the Fifth of 
Scotland, consisting of a body of cream-colored
